AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 
OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, AMENDING ORDINANCE 
NO. 88-16; PROVIDING FOR THE ADDITION OF THE 
UNITED STATES ATTORNEY OF THE SOUTHERN DISTRICT 
COURT OF FLORIDA, AS A PUBLIC SECTOR MEMBER OF THE 
CRIMINAL JUSTICE COMMISSION; PROVIDING FOR 
SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION IN THE CODE 
OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES; AND PROVIDING FOR AN 
EFFECTIVE DATE. 


WHEREAS, Ordinance No. 88-16 established the Palm Beach County 
Criminal Justice Commission which is composed of members from the public 


and private sector; and 

WHEREAS, the Commission is desirous of expanding the public sector 
membership. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 

SECTION 1. 


Section 1 of Ordinance No. 88-16 is hereby amended to read: 

There is hereby established an advisory commission to be known as 
the "Palm Beach County Criminal Justice Commission," herein referred to 
as the "Criminal Justice Commission." The Criminal Justice Commission 
shall be composed of the following membership from the private and public 
sector: 


Public Sector Membership:

Palm Beach County Sheriff 
State Attorney for Palm Beach County 
Public Defender for Palm Beach County 
Clerk of the Palm Beach County Circuit Court 
Chief Judge, 15th Judicial Circuit 
Administrative Judge, Juvenile Division 
Senior Representative in Palm Beach County of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
Resident Agent-In-Charge in Palm Beach County of the 
Drug Enforcement Administration 
Palm Beach County School Superintendent 
Chair, Legislative Delegation 
President, Municipal League 
Administrator, District 9, HRS 
President, Police Chiefs' Association 
Vice-President of Police Chiefs' Association 
Chief, West Palm Beach Police Department 
Commander, United States Coast Guard Station 
Senior Special Agent, Florida Department of 
Law Enforcement 

Director of the Health Department 

President, Crime Prevention Officers' Association 

United States Attorney, Southern District of Florida 
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Private Sector Membership: 


Twelve (12) persons nominated by the Palm Beach County 
Economic Council, but not necessarily members of the 
Economic Council, and confirmed by the Board of County 
Commissioners of Palm Beach County, Florida, which 
persons shall be representative of all segments of Palm 
Beach County, Florida. After five (5) years from the 
effective date of this ordinance, twelve (12) persons 
shall be nominated and confirmed by the Board of County 
Commissioners of Palm Beach County, Florida, which 
persons shall be representative of all segments of Palm 
Beach County, Florida. 

The public sector members' term of membership will be for the 


Juration of their position entitling them to sit as a member of the 


Criminal Justice Commission. The initial private sector members, as set

forth in Exhibit A, shall be divided into three (3) groups of four (4), 
with each group designated to serve staggered terms of one (1), two (2), 
and three (3) years and, thereafter, shall serve for a term of three (3) 


years. All members of the Criminal Justice Commission shall be electors 


Palm Beach County, Florida. Appointed members of the Criminal Justice 


Commission shall serve at the pleasure of the appointing body. 


SECTION 2. SEVERABILITY

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word of 
this ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to be 
unconstitutional. Inoperative or void, such holding shall not affect the 
remainder of this ordinance. 


SECTION 3. INCLUSION IN CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES 

The provisions of this ordinance shall become and be made a part 
of the Code of Laws and Ordinances of Palm Beach County, Florida. The 
sections of this ordinance may be renumbered or relettered to accomplish 
such, and the word "Ordinance" may be changed to "Section," "Article," or 
any other appropriate word. 

SECTION 4. EFFECTIVE DATE 

The provisions of this ordinance shall become effective upon 
approval and filing with the Secretary of State.
